REMARKS 

Claims 1-3 and 5-13 were pending. 

In response to the rejections under § 103(a) Applicants have canceled claims 
7 and 8, and incorporated the corresponding subject matter into claim 1 . 

New claims 1 4 and 15 have been added to further indicate that the foam 
comprises aliphatic dispersions of polyurethanes. This narrowly construed claim 
limitation is not suggested by the references. 

No claim amendments or newly added claims add new matter. 

The Amendments Overcome the S 1 03fa) Rejections 

It is believed that amended claim 1 distinguishes from the art because the 
size range of the foam layers, and the density of the dry foam are not disclosed in 
either Morgan or Sandvig. In fact, Sandvig discloses that the foam portion should be 
from 10 to 20 mm thick. Col. 3, lines 49-56. Morgan does not teach that thickness of 
any layer is of consequence. 

According to newly amended claim 1 , the maximum thickness of the foam 
portion is 6 mm. This t reflects the Applicants' foam being sufficiently distinct over 
the art, to result in thinn r foam layers that provide the desired comf rt and 
prot ction. N te that examples 1 and 2 demonstrat that xcellent physical 
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properties may be obtain d by patches having a t tal thi kn ss of all foam layers of 
from 0.8 mm to 1 .1 mm. See pages 5-8, This is about 1 0 times thinner than 
Sandvig's patch, thus providing a major improvement in connfort over the combined 
references. 

Accordingly, Applicants respectfully request withdrawal of the rejections 
under 35 U.S.C, § 103(a).
